Simpésio de Bibliografia e Documentacio Cientifica 
The Symposium was held in Sao Paulo, Brazil, from 
July 6 to 12, 1958, under the auspices of the Associacio 
Paulista de Bibliotecarios at the occasion of the 10th 
Annual meeting of the Brazilian Society for the Advan- 


cement of Science. Themes discussed include: Speciali- 
zed bibliographies and Activities in library science in 
Latin-American countries. 


Bibliographic seminar 


The second Seminario bibliografico de Centro Amé- 
rica y del Caribe was held from 24 to 28 February 1958 
in Panama, following up the recommendation of the 
first seminar which met in Havana in July 1955. The 
meeting was attended by representatives from Colom- 
bia, Costa Rica, the Dominican Republic, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Mexico, Puerto Rico, Spain, USA and 
Unesco. 

The Bibliografia de Centro América y del Caribe 1956 
has been published by the Agrupacién bibliografica cu- 
bana José Toribio Medina, listing 1.426 works apart 
from articles in reviews, newspapers and other periodi- 
cal publications. The chief recommendation of the se- 
cond seminar was to continue the preparation of the 
Bibliografia, including Mexico, and to plan a separate 
volume for the articles appearing in reviews and perio- 
dicals. 

Further discussions included the preparation of cur- 
rent national bibliographies of Latin American coun- 
tries and the establishment of a documentation section 
in the Panama National Library to collaborate with 
existing centres in Latin America. (condensed from

Training of librarians 


An International Conference on University Training 
of Librarians was held in Prague from March 25 to 27, 
1958. The Conference was attended by delegates from 
Czechoslovakia, the German Democratic Republic, Hun- 
gary, Poland, Yugoslavia and the USSR and a represen- 
tative from Unesco. 

Subjects to be taught from the strictly librarianship 
point of view should be: the history of the book, printing 
and libraries, library management, bibliography and re- 
ference, cataloguing and classification, work in colla- 
boration with the reader, history of science and culture, 
and modern languages. A volume containing the reports 
submitted to the Conference, the minutes of the mee- 
tings, resolutions, etc. was to appear in June.

Japan Documentation Association 


The Japanese Society for UDC, which started in 1950 
and became an associate member of FID in 1957, has 
grown into a nation-wide body of some 300 members. 
At its 8th General Assembly held on May 10, 1958, it 
approved a revision of its statutes, according to which 
the organisation will become the Nippon Documentation 
Ky6é6ka (Japan Documentation Association) to cover a 
wider field of documentation in Japan. 

Its objects will be : 1. to bring together individuals 
and organisations interested or engaged in documen- 
tation in Japan, 2. to study and promote the theory and 
techniques of documentation, and 3. to control and po- 
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pularize the use of the UDC in Japan as a fundamental 
tool for documentation. 

To realise these purposes the Association will 1. pu- 
blish its bulletin (succeeding ,,UDC Information’), 2. 
compile and publish the Japanese edition of the UDC, 
3. collect or exchange materials on documentation and 
make use of them for members, 4. compile and publish 
documentation material (other than bulletin and UDC) 
and 5. hold study meetings, study courses, etc.

A ,,Bibliography of international congresses of med 
cal sciences” was prepared by W. J. Bishop under th 
auspices of the Council for International Organization 
of Medical Sciences with the financial assistance ¢ 
Unesco (Oxford: Blackwell Scientific Publiations, 19 
238 p., 25 s.) 

The Council was created in 1949 under the joint a 
pices of the World Health Organization and Unesco; 
now federates and assists 50 international non-govern 
mental organizations for different branches of medicin 
and related fields. 

The Bibliography mentions 1427 congresses under 36, 
subjects in alphabetical order; an index to the subjec 
headings is appended. Each entry gives place, date an 
title of the congress and a bibliographical note on t 
published proceedings. 


Grants from the Council on Library Resources 


The Council on Library Resources, Washington, a 
nounced the following grants: 
- National Library of Medicine (USA), $ 73,800 to mak 
possible a two-year project for the improvement of t 
,Current List of Medical Literature” through the app 
cation of automatic information-handling equipment; 
- Library of Congress (USA), $ 55,000 to undertake 
pilot demonstration of the pre-publication cataloging o 
books (,,cataloging in source”) to be carried out ovel 
the next year. In order that the cataloging informatio 
printed in the book be useful to librarians, it will b 
necessary that this is done in accordance with the sta 
dards used. The Library of Congress will itself catalo 
the books for the pilot demonstration; 
- International Federation of Library Associations, fo 
the international coordination of cataloging rules. 
project will be executed by the IFLA Working Group of 
Cataloging Principles. The group plans to cenvene i 
1959 a meeting in London or Paris to prepare for an in 
ternational conference on cataloging rules; 
- United States Book Exchange, Inc. of Washingto: 
$ 16.131 for a survey of the Exchange’s operations.
